The police, the Lions 
said, went ‘all-out’ for their visi- 
tors, and when they left, next morn- 
ing the Police had called the AAA 
for a complete set of directions 
for their return trip. Nothing was 
too good for the men who were 
visiting that city on an errand of 
mercy!

Re: Your editorialon the library, 
The $55 million asked for librarles 
by President Johnson last Friday 
was in his original budget, pre- 
sented a few months ago, If the 
money is voted it will be available 
duly 1, 

$30,000 spent on an old building 
is a waste, and anyway it couldn’t 
be done decently that cheaply, A 
neighboring town spent $60,000 on 
an old building for a library; it 
still is not finished, Fortunately 
for the taxpayers, it was gift money 
that was being used, 

The book ‘Practical Administra- 
tion Of Publie Libraries’, by 
Wheeler and Goldhor, published in 
1962 1s in the Wilmington Library. 
Although the whole book 1s excel- 
lent reading for people wishing to 
know about libraries, chapter 33 
is especially pertinent to building 
problems, ‘Reading of the chapter 
will inform the TM and Selectmen 
that a civie center ts not always 
the best place to locate a library. 
This service should be placed 
where pedestrian and shopping traf 
fic is the heaviest, 

Since we have no ‘downtown’ area 
(as do Reading and Andover) this 
presents a problem as to where a 
library would be most beneficial 
to the people. Also this chapter 
suggests not joining another muni- 
cipal service in any way. (Wil- 
mington’s experience with a joint 
Fire and Police Station was not a 
happy one!) 

Besides the many professional 
and practical reasons (not men- 
tioned in this letter) for not housing 
a library with a townhall, wonder 
if the townspeople who voted so 
fifmly agaifist a new town hall 
might not resent having to vote for 
it in order to get the library they 
want! Since all meetings and dis- 
cussions seem to indicate the peo- 
ple feei the Mbrary comes first, 
let us do that job first - and make 
it a good job! 

Is the offer by the Middiesex 
County Bank of free land for a li- 
brary still good?

TOWN ENGINEER REPORTS 

ON DE CAROLIS LAND 

Town Engineer Alphonse Savig- 
nac, Tewsday night, made a report 
(verbal) to the Planning Board with 
referenc to the drainage and other 
problems on land behind the Wo- 
burn Street school, now building, 
which land has been proposed for 
a real estate development. 

Savignac told the Board that a 
drop of 26 feet existed from the 
high point in the center of the land 
to the end near the present end of 
Marcia Road, and that a smaller 
drop existed in the otter direction 
(north) towards High Street, 

It would not be feasible, Savignac 
told the board, to propose any 
drainage eastward, towards Wo- 
burn Street. There was, he said, a 
‘pocket’ to the eastward which was 
located near Marcia Road, and 
which would have to be drained to 
the westward, across the lots and 
under the proposed extension of 
Marcia Road, into anexisting ditch 

Savignac also stated that before 
the Board of Health could examine 
the individual lots there would have 
to be atemporary drainage system, 
He proposed a ditch (open) along 
the development, leading down to 
the present end of Marcia Road, 
The ditch would presumably be 
‘piped’ and filled if the tests were 
to prove satisfactory. 

Concerning the end of Carolyn 
Roail, SaVignac said that such water 
as came from the new development 
would be small enough to be handled 
by the present drainage system on 
Carolyn Road, 

The proposal to drain a large 
ditch system, and the ‘pocket’ 
which lies to the east of the pro- 
posed development, near the Mar- 
cla Road end into a swamp lying 
to the westward raised a number 
questions on the part of Planning 
Board members, and Mr. Savignac 
was informally advised to tell the 
developer, Mr De Carolis of Tewks 
bury that it might be advisable to 
ask for an ‘Extension of Time’ be- 
fore the expiration date, for itmay 
result that the Planning Board may 
turn down the proposal as things 
now stand,

A DIFFERENT KIND OF 


The Seder is an Hebrew Rell- 

jous meal which dates back tothe 

ime of the Exodus from Egypt, and 
which is celebrated annually by 
Jews the world over, at the time 
of the Passover. 

While it is a ceremonial meal, 
and is to remind the Jews of the 
afflictions of their ancestors in 
their faith, it ts also to be des- 
cribed as a gay festive meal, quite 
unlike anything in most other faiths 
where solemnity is the rule. 

Last Sunday evening the people 
of the Wilmington Tewksbury Com- 
munity. Center, on Salem Street 
celebrated a Seder, and hadastheir 
guests twenty five young people 
from the Congregational Church 
of Tewksbury. 

It was ‘for the young people of 
the Congregational faith a revela- 
tion, but even then ft wasn’t quite 
a Seder, mainly because the Rabbi 
was being thoughtful of his guests, 
and took time to explain the various 
meanings - which most ofthe Jews 
present knew, and in which they 
were interested, but not with long 
explanations, 

The Seder is eaten at rest - a 
man is allowed, in fact it is good 
manners, to put one’s elbows on 
the table, to recline in a chair if 
able to - to take things easy. The 
Sederis ‘a celebration ef the pass- 
ing of’ the “afflictions of the race, 

There are ‘various things which 
must be eaten ~ bitter herbs to re- 
mind the congregation of the wan- 
dering through the Wilderness, and 
hard boiled egss have their part in 
the dinner, as well as Matzoth, of 
course, ~ the unleavened bread 
which was baked on the hot rocks 
using the sun’s rays for heat. 

After the ceremonial part of the 
meal, which is rather scanty in 
amount, there is a real dinner, 
strictly Kosher, of course, for 
everyone to enjoy.
